is prompted by the following factors « 


a* Signal plans for staybehind operators are being based on JACKAL 
which is the radio base station in England. Therefore, it is natural to 
assume that at least initially, the operators will be controlled from 
England. Fairly complete files on these operators would be of great value 
in directing their activities and coordinating the overall staybehind 
picture* 

b* In the event of a sudden outbreak of war, thes is no guarantee 
that staybehind files can be transported to an outside baae. Tier© is a 
good chance that the files will be burned and when this headquarters reaches 
a new location, there will be no currant information readily available 
on staybehinds* 


. c, Even though file conies arc kept at the Home Office, a certain 
amount of time would elapse before duplicates could be made and forwarded 
to the new headquarters* .
